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DR. T/LMAGE EULOGIZES THE DE-
CEASED JOURNALIST,

Inninh Wrote with the Pen of &« Man an
Appesl for Righteousness, and So Should
the Modern FEditor-—Grady’s Noble Life
and Gireat Waork for the Nation.

Brooxryn, Feb. @, - The great Academy
of Musie, its main floors and its two gallories
and platform and all approaches to the bulld-
ing were, as wual, thronged at the preaching
sorvice of the Rev, T, De Witt Talmage, D,
D, today. Many hundreds of persons did
not gaio admittance.  After an exposition by
Dr. Talmage of passages of Sceripturs de-
seriptive of the influence of the pon, James
Montgomery's hymn was sung:

Who are these io bright array,
This inoumerable thirong,

Round the altar night and day
Tuning one trlumphant song?

The subject of Dr, Talmage's sermon was,
“The Lifo and Death of Henry W. Grady,
the Editor and Orator.” He took for his text
Isainh viil, 1: “Take thee a great roll, and
write in it with & man's pen." The preacher
mald:

To Isainh, with royal blood in his veinsand
& bhabitant of palaces, does this divine order
come. He i to take a roll, a large roli, and
write on it with a pen, not an angel’s pen, but
aman's pen, 8o God honored the pen and so
he honored mmnuseript.  In our day the
mightiest roll is the religious amd secular
newspaper and the mightiest pen is the ed
itor's pen, whether for good or evil, And
God says now to every litarary man and espes-
clally to every journalist: "“Take thee n great
roll, and write in it with & man’s pen.”

Within a few woeeks one of the strongest, |
most vivid and most brilliant of those pens
was lald down on the editorial desk in Atlan-
ta, never again to be resumed. [ was far
away at the time. Wo had been sailing up
from the Mediterranean sea, through the
Dardauelles, which region is unlike anything
I aver saw for beauty. There is not any other
water scetiery on sarth where God has done
%0 many plcturesque things with islands,
They are somew hat like the Thousand Islands
of our American 8t. Lawrence, but more like
heaven. Indeed, we had Just passed Patmos,
the place from which Johin bad his apocalyp-
tic vislon, Constantinople bad seemed to
come out to greet us, for your approach to
that city is different from any other city,
Other cities as you approach them seem to
retire, but this city, with its glittering mins-
rets and pinnacles, seoms almost to step into
the water to greet you. But my lunding
there, that would have been W  me
an exhilaration, was suddeny stunned
with the tidings of the death of
my intimate friend, Henry W. Grudy.
I could heedly believe the tidings,
for I had left on my study table at home let-
ters and telegrams from him, those letters
and telegrams having a warmth and geniality
and a wit such as he only could express, The
departure of no public man for many years
has so affected me.  For days I walked nbout
asin a dream, and | resolved that, getting
bome, I would, for the sake of his beroaved
household and for the salke of his bereaved
profession and for the sake of what be had
been to v and shall continus to e as long as
memory lnsts, I would speak n word in ap-
preciation of bim, the most promising of
Americans, anid lsarn sone of the salient les-
sons of his departure,

BIFEAK WELL OF THE LIVING ALSO,

I bave no doubt that he bad snemies, for
no man can live such an mctive life as he
lived or be so far in advance of his time with-
out making enemive—some because he defont-
ed their projects and some because he out-
shone them. Owls and bats never did like
the rising sun. But I shall tell you how he
appoared to me, and T am glad that I wld
bhim while be was in full health what 1
thought of bim, Memorial orations and
gravestone epitaphs are often mean enough,
for they say of n man after he is dead that
which ought to have been sald of him while
living. Oue garland for a living brow |s
worth more than a mountain of japonicas
and calla lilies hoaped on n funernl casket.
By a little black volume of fifty pages, con-
taining the eulogiums and poems uttered and
written at the demise of Clay and Webster
and Calhoun and Lincoln and Sumner, the
world tried to pay for the forty years of oblo- |
quy it beaped upon those living ginnts, If Isay |
nothing in praise of a man while he lives I |
will keop silent when he is dead, Myrtle and
weeping willow can never do what ought to
have been done by amaranth and palm |
branch. No amount of “Dead March in
Baul” rumbling from big organs st the obse-
quies can atone for nov-appreciation of the
man before he fell on sleep,  The hearse can-
not do what ought to bave been done by
churiot. But there are important things
that need to be said about our friend, who
was a prophet in American journalism and
who only a few years ago bheard the com-
mand of my text: “Take thee n great roll,
and write in it with & man's pen.”

His father dewd, Henry W, Grady, a boy
fourteen yearsof age,took up the battleof life,
It would require a long chapter to record the
pames of orphans who have come o the top,
When God takes away the head of the house |
hold he very often gives to .ome lad in that
household n  special qualification.  Christ
remembers  how that his own father disd
early, leaving him to support bimself and
bhis mother and bis brothers in the carpons
ter's shop at Nuzareth, and he is ju sympathy |
with all boys and all young men in the
struggle. You say: “Oh, if my father had
only lived I would bave bad o better sduca-
tion, and I would bave bad o more prom-
ising start, and there are some wrinkles on
my brow that would not have been there.”
But 1 have noticed that God makes a special
way [or orphans You would pot have

been ball the man you are If you bad not :
been  obliged from  your early days to |
fght  your own battles,. What other
boys got out of Yale or Harvard

you got in the University of Hard Knocks,
Go among successtul  merchants, lnwyers,
physiclous aed men of all occupations nud
professions, and there are many of them who
will tell you, “At ten, or twelve, or [(iftwen
years of nge, 1 startsd for myself; futher was
sick, or father was dead,” But somehow they
got through and got up, | account for it by |
the fact that there is a special dispensation of
God for orpuans,  All bail, the fatherivss and
the motheriess! The Lord Almighty will wee
you through,  Early obstacles for Mr, Grady
were ouly the means for development of Lils
intellect und beart,  And lo! when at thirty-
nine years of age be put down his pon and
closed his lips for the perpetusl silence, he |
bad done a work which many o man who
lives on tosixty and seventy and vlighty years
never accomplishes
GREAT WORK OF BHORT LIVED MEN.

There is o great deal of senseless priodse of |
longevity, as though it were a wonderful
achievement o live a good while.  Ah, oy
friends, it is not how lung we live, but how
well we live aud how uselul we live, A man
who lives to wighty years and accomplishes
nothing for God or bumanity might  bettor
bhave never lived st all.

on eartis be went to s home in heaven, Yes,
Mr, Grady not only demonstrated that an
oditor may be a Christlan, but that a very
great intelloot may bo gospelissd, His mon-
il capacity was so wonderful it was almost
startling. 1 have been with him in aotive
conversation, while at the same time ho was
dictating to s stonographsr editorials for The
Atlanta Constituilon, HBut that intelleot was
not ashamed to bow to Christ.  Among his
lust dying utterances wns n request for the
prayers of the churches in his behalf,
GLADSTONE'S WONDERFUL TESTIMONY,

There was that partioular quality in him
that you do not find in wore than one person,
out of hundreds of thovsands, namely, por-
sonsl maguetism,  People have tried to de-
lne that quality and always failed, yot we
bave all felt it power.  Thoere are some per-
sons who have only o enter a room or step
upon a platform or into & pulpit, and you are
thrilled by their presence, and when they
spenk your nature responds and you ecannot
belp i, What is the peculiar ivfuence with
which such a magnotio person takes hold of
social groups and  audiences f Without at-

g to defloe this which is indefinable 1
will say it seenis to correspond to the waves
of air set in motion by the voice or the move-
ments of the body. Just like that stios-
pheric vibreation s the moral or spiritual
vibration which rolls out from the sovl of
what we call o magoetle person.  As thers
may be a cord or rope binding bodies to-
gether there mny be an wavisible cord bind-
Ing souls, A magnetic man throws it over
others as ahiunter throws s lasso,  Mr. Grady
was surcharged with this influence, and it
was employed for patriotism and Christian
ity and elovated  purposes,

You may not know why, in the conversa-
tion whieh I had with Mr, Gladstons a fow
weeks ngo, he uttered thess memorable words
about Christinnity, some of which were on-
bledd to Amerien.  Ho was sponking in reply
to this remark: 1 said, “Mr. Gindstone, we
are bl 1o America by some people that
Christianity does very well for weak minded
men and children in the infant class, but is
not fit for stronger minded men; but when
wo mention you, of such lurge intellectuality,
as belog a pronounced friend of religion, we
silence their batterios,” Then Mr. Gladstone
stopped on the hillside, where we were exor-
cising, and said: “The older I grow the more
confirmed 1 am in my faith in religion.
8ir" sald he, with flashing eye and uplift-
ed  band, “talk about the questions of
the day, there (s but one question,
and  that  is  the  Gospel. That ocan
md will eorrect sverything. Do you have
nny of thatdreadful agnosticism in America?”
Huving told him we had, e whut on to say:
“1am profoundly thankful that none of my
childeen or kindred bave been blasted by it

I o gldd to sy that about all the men ut
the top in Great Britain are Christians,
Why, sir)” he said, “1 bave beenin public
position fifty-eight  yenrs and forty-seven
vears in the cabinet of the British govern-
ment, and during those fortyseven years |
have been assacinted with sixty of the mnster
minds of the century, amd ail but five of the |
sixty were Christinns,”  He thon named the
